GRAVEL TRUCK OPERATIONS 

Along with the other planning done at the 
time we learned that the new highway was coming 
through Wilmington, our TM and Seleetmen drew 
up a set of "gravel regulations" 

It wasn't easy work. We punned that the Sel- 
ectmen were "whiling away the stony hours" A 
lot of time and effort went into the planning, 
to try to prevent havoc being raised in our 
town by fly-by-night gravel operators, and 
heavy gravel trucks on our streets. 

Yet the planning achieved no purpose. Gravel 
pits have been opened in defiance of the law. 
Our Building Inspector, who is also Zoning Of- 
ficer, has taken the operators to court. Pend- 
ing a decision the operations continue, until, 
in one case, it is completed. ( Give the opera- 
tor credit for doing a thorough, clean job. He 
has, in our estimation, actually improved the 
land.) 

At the same time the trucks have torn up our 
highways. The Selectmen, Monday night, guessed 
that it would cost $70,000 to repair the damage 

There are, at the present time, two bills in 
the Legislature which are designed to give the 
Zoning Officer more power. They were introduced 
by Rep. Frank Tanner. They are, we understand, 
having rough sledding. 

Wilmington is facing the problem today. Next 
day it will be the turn of some other town.

Flashing signs, like tte juke box, seem to 
be of the more modern appendages of civiliza- 
tion. 

There are horridly garish signs, and there 
are signs which are really attractive. A street 
crowded with signs, in competition, one with 
the other, is generally not attractive — but 
not elways so. Those of our people who visited 
San Francisco during the late hostilities may 
recall with nostalgia the appearance, one by 
one, of the neon signs of Market Street, during 
the heavy "tule' fogs of that city.

Rut those which have come in since 1955 are 
illegal. They are appearing, more and more. And 
the Planning Board is beginning to plan an ac- 
tive war against them.

ROGER LUKEN - MAKER OF A CYCLOTRON 


Collier’s Encyclopedia provided the informa- 


tion for the Cyclotron 
There are 40 cyclotrons in 
the world, according to one 
source of information. The 
largest is, of course, in Rus- 
sia, and the amallest in Wil- 
mington, made by Roger Luken, 
a 16 year old boy, Junior in 
Wilmington High School. 
Roger’ s cyclotron is not yet 
in full operating condition, 
but with some changes there is 
no reason why it will not work 
It won, for Roger, a First 
Prize, in the Wilmington High 
School Science Fair, and a 
9th place, at the Lowell Tech 
Science Fair. 

It is to be improved, and 
shown in the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, on 
Later this year, 


condition it is to be tried 
out, in Lowell Tech, under 


laboratory conditions. 


Because of the voltage in- 
volved, a cyclotron such as 
Roger has made can be used on- 
ly when properly shielded with 
6 or 7 feet of water. The cy- 
clotron will generate 1 mil- 
lion electron-volts, and has a 
dangerous radiation factor. 

Roger’ 8 cyclotron was the re- 


jj sult of an idea he got last 


summer, while reading Col- 
lier’ s Encyclopedia, last sum- 
mer. He started working on it 
at that time, and to date has 
spent a total of $1.49 for 
parts. 

There are 135 pounds of scrap 
laminated steel, a 58 pound 
magnet, and a transformer from 
an old TV set in the instru- 
ment. The only mistake he made 
( and one which cost him val- 
uable points, in the Lowell 
Tech Show) was to make the Dee 
Electrodes out of steel. He 
should have used copper, and 
is now busy rectifying the er- 
rer. 

As yet the magnets are not in 
place - and some work remains 
before they can be placed. He 
does not have, it follows, a 
working model - but it will be 
in that classification before 
many more months have passed. 

The cyclotron which Roger is 
making will transmute the 
lighter elements - lithium in- 
to hydrogen for instance. It 
will accelerate a proton to a 
speed of 26.6% of the speed of 
light. 

The largest models, such as 
are in Russia and the Univer- 
sity of California are capable 
of speeding electrons to a 
speed of 99.9% of light - over 
186,000 miles a second. 

Roger, the son of Mr and Mrs 
Francis Luten, has lived in 
Wilmington since 1953. He is 
named Roger John, for two un- 
cles who were killed in World 
War II. 

He is the president of the 
Wilmington High School Science 
Club, and has a nickname, in 
High School of ‘The Walking 
Encyolopedia’. A student in 
the College Scientific Course, 
he has achieved a rating of 
being in the top 2%, of stu-. 
dents (184,000 of them) who 
took the Harvard Plan examina- 
tions. 

Roger doesn’t particularly 
care for languages, but re- 
cognizes Miss Wilson, French 
teacher in Wilmington High 
School as being a very good 
teacher. His favorite teachers 
are Mr. Francis Kelley - ‘real 


tough course’ (mathematics) 
and Miss Farello and Edward 
Sullivan, of the Science De-

partment. 

His favorite gripe is that 
the courses in Wilmington High 
School are not realistic. He 
wishes that the studies were 
harder, and was very happy 
when he learned that Anal yti- 
cal Geometry would be availa- 
ble to him, in his Senior year 
Rogers interests are mani- 
fold - down in the cellar of 
his home is a six inch reflect 
ing telescope which he is ma 
king. He ground the lens him 
self, using carborundum powder 
Next summer he hopes to use 
the telescope - theoretically 
he should be able to read a 
newspaper with it - one and a 
half miles away. 

Roger was born in Rhode Is- 
land - his father was serving 
in the US Coast Guard - and 
the family moved here in 1953 
from Wakefield - where condi- 
tions were too crowded. Ye 
didn't get good marks in Wake> 
field Schools, but has always 
excelled here - but, as he 
says he wishes the curriculum 
were harder.
